Deficit plan showdown

WASHINGTON President Obama laid out a 
$3.6 trillion plan Monday to cut budget defi- 
cits partly by raising taxes on the rich, but 
Republicans rejected it as a political stunt 
and made clear the proposal has little chance 
of becoming law 

Mowing to veto any plan that relies solely 
on spending cuts to reduce deficits, the 
Democratic president’s recommendations 
set the stage for an ideological fight with Re- 
publicans opposed to tax increases that will 
stretch through Election Day 2012. 

“I will not support any plan that puts all 
the burden of closing our deficit on ordinary 
Americans,” Obama said. “We are not going 
to have a one-sided deal that hurts the folks 
who are most vulnerable.” 

Obama’s speech reflected a more aggres- 
sive defense of Democratic principles after 
he took a battering in two previous budget 
battles with Republicans this year, which 


helped drive his approval rating to new lows. 

Most Americans say they are unhappy 
with Obama’s economic leadership, and the 
president’s re-election hopes could hinge on 
his ability to convince voters that Republi- 
cans represent the rich, not the middle class. 

On Monday, he repeatedly said all Ameri- 
cans must pay their “fair share” of taxes, and 
he sharpened the difference between his 
vision for America and that of Republicans 
in a speech meant to regain support among 
core supporters who have said Obama has 
failed to stick to liberal principles. 

Republicans have consistently opposed 
measures resembling tax hikes, saying they 


will hurt the struggling economy by in- 
creasing the burden on job-creating busi- 
nesses. Republican leaders stuck to that 
position on Monday, quickly rejecting 
Obama’s plan. 

“Veto threats, a massive tax hike, phan- 
tom savings and punting on entitlement 
reform is not a recipe for economic or job 
growth,” Republican Senate leader Mitch 
McConnell said. 

House Speaker John Boehner said Obama 
failed to offer a “serious” recommendation 
to the special bipartisan congressional com- 
mittee tasked with finding at least Si. 2 tril- 
lion in savings. 


Obama’s approval 
ratings hit new low

WASHINGTON President Obama’s job 
approval rating has plunged to a dismal 
39 percent, the lowest of his presidency, 
as increasing numbers disapprove of his 
handling of the nation’s ailing economy, ac- 
cording to a new McClatchy-Alarist poll 

The low job approval rating among 
registered voters, down from 44 percent 
last month, suggests enormous trouble 
for a president who faces re-election in 
14 months. 

The 52 percent who disapprove of 
Obama’s performance represents the first 
time that number has climbed over 50 per- 
cent. 

“These numbers could typically spell 
doom for an incumbent,” poll director I^e 
Miringoff said. 

Even the president’s remedies for the 
economy are being received coolly. One- 
third approved and 61 percent disap- 
proved of his handling of the economy. 

Sixty-one percent said the worst was yet 
to come for the economy, while 64 percent 
said Obama’s $447 billion jobs plan, which 
he’s been pushing hard for days, didn’t go 
far enough. 

The poll surveyed 1,042 adults— 825 of 
them registered voters— on Sept. 13 and 
Wednesday. 'ITie margin of error for the 
entire sample is plus or minus 3 percentage 
points; for registered voters, it’s 3.5 per- 
centage points.

On Friday, JVIayor 
Hmanuel announced 
a new initiative with 
mobile application 
Foursquare in which 
Chicagoans and 
visitors can earn an 
official Windy City 
badge if they check 
in at at least five of 
20 designated neigh- 
borhood spots.

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NETFLIX ANNOUNCES SHAKE-UP AMID CHANGES IN 
CUTTHROAT, INSTANT ENTERTAINMENT INDUSTRY

Those little red envelopes will stick around, 
but they will carry a new name. 

Netflix is rebranding its i2-year-old movies- 
by-mail service as Qwikster and adding video 
games to its catalog. Reed Hastings, the com- 
pands CEO, made the announcement Sun- 
day night. The Web-streaming portion will 
continue to be called Netflix, he wrote on the 
compan/s blog. 

After the separation, people who subscribe 
to both services will have to log in to two 
separate websites, netflix.com and qwikster. 
com, to manage their movie queues and ac- 
count information. Customer reviews and 
ratings from Netflix will be ported to Qwik- 
ster for the launch, but after that, people will 
have to rate and search for movies on each site 
separately 

Qwikster’s site currently 
presents a landing page 
that says it is “launching 
soon.” Hastings did not 
offer a timeline for Qwik- 
ster’s debut. Andy Ren- 
dich, the operations chief 
and i2-year veteran of the 
company, will run the new 
mail-order arm. 

In addition to DVDs and 
Rlu-ray discs, the new ser- 
vice will offer console 


games for Microsoft’s Xbox 360, Nintendo’s 
Wii and Sony’s PlayStation 3 for an extra 
monthly fee. The change will put pressure on 
GameFly a competing service dedicated to 
subscription game mailings. 

“Members have been ask- 
ing for video games for many 
years, and now that DVD by 
mail has its own team, we are 
finally getting it done,” Hast- 
ings wrote. Responding to 
a question in the blog post’s 
comments, he wrote, “Old Fo- 
gey discs wall last a long time.” 
Another person questioned 
whether Netflix was setting the DVD busi- 
ness up to be sold off later and asked how 
long until that would happen. “A long time,” 


Hastings replied. “We know the business bet- 
ter than anyone else.” 

Dish Network, which recently acquired 
Blockbuster in a bankruptcy auction for 
$320 million, is believed to be unveiling a re- 
vamped movie-streaming service Friday. Net- 
flix also faces competition from I lulu, You- 
Tube and an array of new entrants. 

Netflix customers were incensed in July 
when the company announced it would stop 
bundling the streaming service for free with 
DVD -by-mail plans, effectively increasing the 
price for some by as much as 60 percent. 1 last- 
ings finally offered an apology not for the price 
hike but for failing to clearly communicate 
why the change was being made. 

“It is clear from the feedback over the 
past two months that many members felt we

lacked respect and humility in the way we an- 
nounced the separation of DVD and stream- 
ing, and the price changes,” Hastings wrote. 
“I messed up. I owe everyone an explanation.” 

Hastings has worried for the past five years 
that Netflix will fail to successfully adapt its 
business to growing opportunities, such as on- 
line video streaming, he wcote in a rare public 
admission for the savvy Netflix co-foundcr.

He said he hoped to avoid a similar fate to 
Borders Group, the bookstore chain that 
filed for bankruptcy this year, or AOL, the 
dial-up Internet king that is struggling to 
transform itself into an online media com- 
pany alter a nasty corporate breakup from 
Time Warner, which is the parent compa- 
ny of CNN. 

“In hindsight, I slid into arrogance based 


upon past success,” Hastings wrote. “Both 
the Qwikster and Netflbc teams will work 
hard to regain your trust. We know it will 
not be overnight.” 

In a video explanation, he clarified the 
compan/s reasoning for the changes, saying, 
“DVD and streaming were becoming more 
and more different, and we could do a better 
job for both services if we separated them.” 


White Netflix is not going back on the 
price changes from earlier this summer, 
customers should not expect further in- 
creases, Hastings wrote. In his response 
to a comment on the blog, he said the 
adjustment was designed to help Nctflix 
improve the quality of movies and TV 
shows available on the streaming service, 
which many say is lacking.

A guy whose name is listed 
as Jason Castillo and whose icon on that social 
network is a cartoon Elmo smoking a joint has 
been tweeting from that account for months. 
'I'he photo was changed Monday night. 

'I'he comments he makes have absolutely 
nothing to do with Netflix or Qwikster— and ev- 
erything to do with sex and drugs. 

“Bored as [bleep! wanna blaxe but at the same 
time I don^t ugh [bleep] it whereas the bowl at 
spark me up Us,” he wrote. 

And: “Don^t bother telling me who my ex is 
now dating \ Cuzz now I feel bad for the [bleep] 
that has my sloppy seconds :)” 

The account, which appears to have been ac- 
tive since April, had more than 8,000 followers 
Monday night. 

It’s worth noting that some other big-name 
Twitter handles aren't owned by the correspond- 
ing big-name companies. @Apple, for instance, 
has posted only two tweets, and appears not to 
be owned by the gadget maker. 

'I'he blog Tec hCrunch rounded up some of the 
best tweets making fon of the @qwikster situa- 
tion: 

“Pretty sure @iietfllx can score that @qwikster 
twitter handle for a dime bag and some porno 
mags,” @nfiat wrote. 

Other social media types are offering to help 
him find a lawyer. 

Netflix did not respond immediately to a re- 
quest for comment on the rogue Twitter handle.

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M-Rahm floats plan 
for river boathouses 


Chicago Trllmiie 

Mayor Emanuel on Monday announced a plan 
to improve access to the Chicago River by 
building four boathouses on stretches of the 
waterway that already draw scores of kayakers 
and other paddlers. 

The city will spend equal shares of public 
funds and private donations to build the struc- 
tures, estimated to cost $4 million each. The 
boathouses will be located in River Park and 
Clark Park on the North Side, and in Ping 'lbm 
Park and near the 2800 block of South Eleanor 
Street on the South Side, 

The announcement follows recent efforts to 
improve water quality in parts of the Chicago 
River and the Tdttle Calumet River to make 
the ^^terways safer for recreation. Under or- 
ders from the US* and Illinois Environmental 


Protection Agencies, local officials will need to 
take more aggressive action to scour disease- 
causing bacteria from the water and prevent 
sewage overflows into the rivers during and 
after rainstorms, 

^^Much like Lake Michigan is Chicago’s front 
yard, the Chicago River is our backyard and 
should be an asset that people across the city 
enjoy, not avoid,” Emanuel said at a news con- 
ference in Ping Tom Park, flanked by aldermen 
and US. EPA Administrator Lisa Jackson. 

Architects Jeanne Gang and Chris Lee will 
design the boathouses with students from the 
Illinois Institute of Technology The facilities 
will include boat landings and rental conces- 
sions, providing more formal access now of- 
fered by a handful of private operators, 

Emanuel appeared to put Jackson on the 


spot about helping local officials finance ef- 
forts to clean up the river, which was reversed 
away from Lake Michigan more than a century 
ago to keep the city’s waste out of its source of 
drinking water. 

The US* EPA estimates it will cost at least 
S355 million to complete the Deep Tunnel 
project intended to prevent sewage overflows 
into the river, and up to another S72 million to 
install bacteria-killing equipment at the North 
Side and Calumet sewage treatment pbnts. 

''You are not going to turn something like 
this around with the flip of a switch,” Eman- 
uel said* But by attracting more people to the 
water, the mayor said, the city will help build 
public support for improving rivers that were 
treated for more than a century as little more 
than industrialized sewage canals.

Do cameras deter crime? 




The city has spent millions of dollars installing surveillance cameras in high-crime neighborhoods, 
but a recent study shows the technology hasn’t always cut down on crime, ap file photo 


Study: Results mixed 
in 2 neighborhoods

Blue light cameras installed by Chicago police 
in Humboldt Park and West Garfield Park 
have reduced overall crime enough to justify 
the nearly $7 million the city has spent on the 
cameras since August 2006, according to a 
Washington -based research group. 

But while crime in Humboldt Park fell 
nearly 20 percent in the months after surveil- 
lance cameras were installed, there was no de- 
crease in crime in nearby West Garfield Park, 
according to the report released Monday by 
the Urban Institute. 

One reason, the study said, is the disparity 
in the number of cameras in the two areas. 
Humboldt Park has a much higher concen- 
tration of surveillance cameras, with about 53 
per square mile, compared with 36 per square 
mile in West Garfield Park. 

“We did observe that the West Garfield 
Park area that we selected had a lot fewer 
cameras per square mile,” said Nancy La Vi- 
gne, lead researcher and director of the Jus- 
tice Policy Genter at the institute. 

When the Ghicago police began installing 
blue light cameras in 2003, the goal was to re- 
duce crime in some of the city’s most violent 
neighborhoods. The surveillance cameras 
were positioned to monitor high-risk areas 
and provide a deterrent to crime. 

Some West Garfield Park residents agreed 
with the study saying they haven’t seen crime 
go down since the cameras went up. 

Before cameras arrived, much of the area’s 
crime stemmed from drug sales and loitering 
“crowds on the corners,” said Marie Hen- 
derson, owner of Out of the Past Records, 
4407 W Madison St., which sits across from a 
camera above Madison and Kostner Avenue. 

“But the cameras are up, and we’re still get- 
ting crowds on corners,” said Henderson, who 
also said she has twice been a victim of auto 
theft since the camera was installed.

Back to purgatory

Stepping into Logan Square’s newest pizzeria, Dante’s, I couldn’t 
help but flash back to now-shuttered Purgatory Pizza in Lakev- 
iew The bright red walls and concept bridging hell and pizza are 
similar, but Dante’s takes it to the next level with a nod to author 
Dante and his “Inferno” poem depicting the depths of hell. 

The standout among the BYOB spot’s 20 -inch. New Ybrk- 
style specialty pies (cheese, sausage and pepperoni and a daily 
special are offered by the slice) is the Inferno ($26), boasting “9 Levels of Hell!” byway of 
poblano and banana peppers, pepperoni, bacon, sausage, jalapeno, garlic, red onion and giardi- 
niera. My taste buds were curious to see if the heat really was on.

The crust: Disappointingly inconsistent. On the three 
pizzas we tried-the Inferno, the Beatrice ($23) and a 
slice of cheese ($3.50)-the crust was cooked to three 
different levels, none of them perfect. The undercooked 
doughy Beatrice (topped with portabello and button 
mushrooms and garlic sauce) worked better than the 
overcooked cheese slice and the flimsy/soggy Inferno, 
which never stood a chance at supporting its abundant 
toppings. (A night in my fridge helped considerably.) 


The toppings: The 

Beatrice’s garlic sauce 
was tasty, though the 
mushrooms’ consis- 
tency was a tad firm. 
The Inferno absolutely 
wasn’t spicy enough 
to live up to its name. 
Mild spice doesn’t 
even count as one cir- 
cle of hell in my book. 


Other stuff: In an unsurprising effort to reiterate its badassness, Dante’s soundtrack is all punk 
rock and metal. Aaron Butts (who co-owns with Tim Murphy and also George Simos of Rock- 
ing Horse and High Dive) says the pizzeria plans to have a liquor license in a few years, but 
until then, it’s BYOB with no corkage fee. Sadly there are no plans to offer customers buckets 
of ice for their bottles. When we visited, they didn’t even have ice. 

Bottom line: Neither heavenly nor hellish, Dante’s has some big pizzas, decent flavors and a 
number of kinks to work out. The constantly increasing line I witnessed while chowing down 
indicates the neighborhood is plenty willing to give ’em a shot, mpais@tribune.com i @mattpais
